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INTERVIEW SUMMARY 



On July 18, 2005, during a teleconference between Examiner Aaron Strange, Attorney 
of Record Tarek N. Fahmi (Registration No. 41,402), Agent of Record Chze Koon, Chua 
(Registration No. 53,831), Inventor J. J. Garcia-Luna-Aceves and Lillian Withrow, Claim 1 of 
the present invention was discussed. 

In particular, the participants discussed the rejection of claim 1 in light of Jordon 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,438,652) and Brendel (U.S. Patent No. 5,774,660). It was noted that the 
prior art fails to teach or even suggest the present invention whereby the selection of the 
information object repository to service the client's request is based on the load and 
topological distance between the information object repository and the client. 
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
